DID AT SPENCER, IND. 


Bank Robbers Raid Little Town of 
Ogden. Kansas. Blow Safe And 
Escape With $2,000 


TERRO RIZE TH E C ITIZEN S 


(B y United Press) 
Ogden. Kansas, Nov. 8—A band of 
bank robbers raided the village 
of 
Ogdon today*, terrorizing the 
resi­ 
dents and holding officer- at bay* un­ 
til the safe of the shite bank 
was 
looted of $2,000 in cash and a 
large 
amount of securities taken troin tiie 
safety deposit vaults. 
The robbers, oj*er«ting in much the 
same manner as the gang which held 
up the Spencer, Ind., batik- early in 
the week, drove into the town in the 
early hours of the morning, in 
two 
automobiles. One band cut all tele­ 
phone wires end the other held off 
officers and citizen- for !*<» hours 
while another worked with the safe. 
Robbers on guard outside the bank 
fired revolvers at intervals, 
bullets 
whizzing down the streets and keep­ 
ing residents in door-. Charge after 
charge of explosives was let go un­ 
der the safe until finally the 
door 
was blown open. 
A posse of soldiers from Ft. Riley 
nearby joined in taking up the trail 
of the bandits one-half an hour after 
they left town.

Three Sentenced For 
Conspiracy, 
One For Embezzlement And One 
For Liquor Law Violation 


Five prisoners sentenced from the 
Rush ci rc u it court are among tho 53 
petitioners asking for demenev, as 
tiled before the state board of p a r­ 
d o n s , ajnd included in the 53 
j>eti- 
tions ere six ¡Mirsons asking for p ar­ 
dons on (heir life term sentences. 
T im e of the Rush county prison­ 
ers are Wayne Chandler, Raymond 
Forman and Mier Dunn, all of whom 
were charged jointly w*ith conspir­ 
acy to commit a felony, and all 
of 
whom pleaded guilty to the charge 
her** last February* 14. Their sentence 
is from 2 to 14 years. 
These three young men, natives of 
Decatur and Ripley counties, 
were 
specifically charged with conspiring 
to pass a bad check in paymenet for 
an automobile, for the purpose 
of 
selling the machine to obtain addi­ 
tional money. The check was cashed 
here, and the machine obtained, but 
their conspiracy did not progress far 
enough to sell the machine, before 
they were arrested. 


Orville Maple, who pleaded guilty 
April 23 on an embezzlement charge, 
is serving a 2 to 14 year sentence, 
and is asking for clemency. He ad­ 
mitted taking money which belonged 
to an insurance company that 
he 
represented. 
The fifth Rush 
county 
prisoner 
a king clemency is Elmer Hendricks, 
found guilty of violating the liquor 
law, and who is serving a six months 
sentence and ‘‘laying out" a $300 
fine at the state farm. lie was sen­ 
tenced November 22, 1922 and has 
four months yet to serve, unless he 
is pardoned by* the hoard.

Agricultural production in

decade despite the decline in 
the 
number of acres in agricultural sec­ 
tions of the United States, the study 
of land utilization shows. Only about 
one-half of the land is in farms and 
the total farm area increased only 
approximately 9 pe rcent from 19to 
to 1920, while the population 
in 
creased 15 percent, during the same 
neriod. 
The increase in farm area 
was 
largely in 
the 
semi-arid 
States, 
where acrcS are plentiful but 
the 
productivity j>er acre is small. There 
were fewer acres in farms in 1920 
than in 1910 in many of the States 
in the corn belt and in practically all 
the States east of the 
Mississijpn. 
This decrease is of particular signi­ 
ficance, the report states, because it 
took place in the truly agricultural 
States of the union. 
Part of the decrease is accounted 
for by errors in enumeration and in 
the South to the failure to 
include 
voodland as a part of the farm area. 
Tim growth of eiti*1-, development of

'His 
ntervicw, which is preliminary to 
a f<jrnnil report to be rendered to 
he administrative ^committee of the 
federal Council of Churches, is one 
;hat will brin» comfort to American 
noMiers and fathers and families 
whose boys gave their all and who 
now lie in France. 


In an interview that explains the 


somewhat divergent reports regard- 
ng the care of the cemetries, Dr. 
Cavert said: 


"To six American cemetries on 


.he soil of France the footsteps of 
Americans will turn from generation

They are spots within a .foreign land 
.hat are forever a part of America.

fitting that American citizens should 
inquire 'what provision is being made 
for the .beautifying and preserving 
of these acres that bear within their 
bosom all the mortal part of those 
who died at their country's, call.

so-called 


'poor-box' for collecting funds from 
tourists rests upon a complete mis- 
understanding. No funds whatever 
were being solicited for 
the cem- 


etry. 
The contributions which the 


visitor could give, if he so desired, 
were for the developcmcnt and up- 
k'eep of 'the' adjoining battlefield 
which does not belong to the gov- 
ernment at all but to a voluntary 
organization known as the Belleau 
Wood Memorial Association. 


"One need not trust to blue print; 


and diagrams for his knowledge of 
the lovely spots that these cemetries 
will be after the plans now under 
way have been fully carried out.

Suresnes, only a few miles 
from Paris, where under simpler 
conditions, the task of making a 
beautiful resting place, green and 
wooded and flowering, has already 
been completed.
